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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1. This action is in response to the appeal brief filed on 10-03-2007. Claims 1-7 
are pending. 

Transitional After Final Practice 

2. Since this application is eligible for the transitional procedure of 37 CFR 1 .129(a), 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(r) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action is hereby withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.129(a). Applicant's appeal brief 
submission after final filed on 10-03-2007 has been entered. 



Specification 

3. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art Including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet).

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following infomnalities: there is no 
support for this claim language " one output signal from a first set of sound signals from 
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at least one input signal from a second set of sound signals having a related second set 
of Head Related Transfer Functions" , 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

5. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the 
page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing 
figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the " A method of 
generating, in a media svstem, at least one output signal from a first set of sound 
signals from at least one input signal from a second set of sound signals having a 
related second set of Head Related Transfer Functions, said method comprising the 
steps of determining, for each signal in the second set of sound signals, a weighted 
relation comprising at least one signal from a third set of intermediate sound signals and 
at least one weight value: detennining a first set of Head Related Transfer Functions 
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based on the second set of sound signals, the second set of Head Related Transfer 
Functions and the weighted relation: and transferring at least one signal from the third 
set of intermediate sound signals by means of at least one HRTF from said first set of 
Head Related Transfer Functions in order to generate at least one output signal 
belonging to said first set of sound signals " must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 ,121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Claim 1 recited " one output signal from a first set of sound signals from at least one 
input signal from a second set of sound signals having a related second set of Head 
Related Transfer Functions ". However, the specification and figures do not clearly 
teach how "the one output signal is from a first set of sound signals from at least one 
input signal from a second set of sound signals having a related second set of Head 
Related Transfer Functions". The same reasons stated claims 2-6 are rejected for 
being dependent on rejected base claim 1. 

9. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Claim 7 recited " one output signal from a first set of sound signals from at least one 
input signal from a second set of sound signals having a related second set of Head 
Related Transfer Functions However, the specification and figures do not clearly 
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teach how " the one output signal is from a first set of sound signals from at least one 
input signal and from a second set of sound signals having a related second set of 
Head Related Transfer Functions". 



Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
